Nevertheless, the experiences of Ihe revision 
of 1913 will probably slrenglben Ihe idea that purely political 
making is a mistake. I lowever faithfully the democratic parly 
may carry out ils promises, il will necessarily commit many 
errors and do many injustices. Such things go along with any | 
revision made on a sirictly partisan basis. 
Tarill's are short 


lived, and when Ihe lime comes lo revise Ihe schedules now 
being made il will be of great advantage all around lo have the 
assistance of a permanent expert non-partisan I a rill board. 
The republicans are wise in slicking lo lhat rofk-bollom princi- 
ple. They will find il more popular about Washington after 
Ihe new larilT goes into ell'ecl than il apparently is now.—New
